to receive honorary degree 


MONTREAL, May 18, 1979 -— Camille Dagenais, chairman of 
the board and chief executive officer of the SNC engineering and 
construction group, will receive an honorary degree from Concordia 
University next month. 
Dagnenais will receive his honorary doctorate at the 
Faculty of Engineering convocation, 8:15 p.m., June 6, in the 
Henry F. Hall Building, 1455 de Maisonneuve Blvd. West. 
Born and educated in Montreal, Dagenais graduated from 
the Ecole polytechnique with an undergraduate degree in science in 
1946, 
After spending several years as an engineer with CIL and 
H.J. Doran, he joined Surveyer, Nenniger and Chénevert in 1953, the 
engineering partnership that developed into the worldwide SNC group. 
Before becoming president of SNC in 1966, Dagenais worked 
on engineering projects ranging from the design of Manic 5, the world's 
highest multiple-arch dam, to nuclear plants such as Gentilly. 
In 1975, he became chairman of the board and chief executive 
officer of SNC, one of the top ten engineering companies in the world. 
Dagenais served as a member of the National Research Council 


of Canada from 1972 to 1974. He is a member of the Conference Board

of Canada and a fellow of the Engineering Institute of Canada. 

He is also governor of the Université du Québec and a member 
of the Advisory Committee of the Centre for International Business 
Studies of the Ecole des hautes études commerciales. 

Dagenais was made a member of the Order of Canada in 1972 and 


has received honorary degrees from several Canadian universities.
